Economy 
Gets Some 
Good News 


Washington 

The feeble economy exhibited a 
smidgen of strength Thursday, 
with mildly positive reports on jobs, 
store sales and housing. 

Figures released on unemploy- 
ment claims, store sales and home- 
buying contracts all trend in the 
right direction, tempering fears 
that the economy is on the brink 
of another downturn. Still, growth 
remains anemic, and a report Fri- 
day is forecast to show that employ- 
ers have yet to step up hiring. 

New applications for unem- 
ployment benefits declined for the 
second straight week after rising 
in the previous three to above the 
half-million mark. 

“This is something of a relief, 
because it suggests that the 504,000 
claims number from two weeks ago 
was a fluke rather than an indica- 
tion that the trend has suddenly 
surged higher,” said Ian Shepherd- 
son, chief U.S. economist at High 
Frequency Economics, (ap) 


Oil Rig Explodes Off La. Coast 


Coast Guard reports 
no evidence of spill 
after fire is stopped 


New Orleans 

An oil platform exploded and 
burned off the Louisiana coast 
Thursday, the second such disaster 
in the Gulf of Mexico in less than 
five months. This time, the Coast 
Guard said there was no leak, and 
no one was killed. 

The Coast Guard initially 
reported that an oil sheen a mile 
long and 100 feet wide had begun 
to spread from the site of the blast, 
about 200 miles west of the source 
of bp’s massive spill. But hours 
later. Coast Guard Cmdr. Cheri 
Ben-Iesau said crews were unable 
to find any spilled oil. 

The company that owns the 
platform, Houston-based Mariner 
Energy, did not know what caused 
the explosion. 

Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jindal 
said Mariner officials told him 
there were seven active produc- 
tion wells on the platform, and 
they were shut down shortly after 



BP Removes Oil Cap 

Engineers removed a temporary 
cap Thursday that stopped oil from 
gushing into the Gulf of Mexico from 
BP’s blown-out well in mid- July. No 
more oil was expected to leak into 
the sea, but crews were standing by 
with collection vessels just in case. 
The cap was removed as a prelude to 
raising the massive piece of equip- 
ment underneath that failed to pre- 
vent the worst offshore oil spill in 
U.S. history. The government wants 
to replace the failed blowout pre- 
venter first to deal with any pres- 
sure that is caused when a relief 
well BP has been drilling intersects 
the blown-out well, (ap)

Jindal said the company told 
him the fire began in 100 barrels 
of light oil condensate, but officials 
did not know yet what sparked 
the flames.

Peace Talks to Resume 


Israeli, Palestinian 
leaders pleadge to 
continue meetings 

Washington 

In an early sign of promise, Israe- 
li and Palestinian leaders pledged 
Thursday in a cordial first round 
of talks to keep meeting at regu- 
lar intervals, aiming to nail down 
a framework for overcoming deep 
disputes and achieving lasting 
peace within a year. 

As their facilitator-in-chief. Sec- 
retary of State HiUary Rodham Clin- 


ton urged Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu and Palestin- 
ian President Mahmoud Abbas to 
rise above the suspicion and skepti- 
cism that has blocked peace efforts 
for decades. “By being here today, 
you each have taken an important 
step toward freeing your peoples 
from the shackles of a history we 
cannot change,” she said. 

The eventual aim is the cre- 
ation of a sovereign Palestinian 
state beside a secure Israel. 

Thursday’s results, in the first 
face-to-face peace talks between 
Israelis and Palestinians in near- 
ly two years, were modest — and 


acknowledged as such by all sides. 
There was no detailed negotiation 
on any substantive issue, according 
to George Mitchell, the adminis- 
tration’s special envoy for Mideast 
peace, who held months of prepara- 
tory talks and was a participant in 
most of the day’s discussions. 

Netanyahu and Abbas will meet 
again on Sept. 14 and 15 in the Mid- 
dle East. The two also agreed to 
meet roughly every two weeks after 
that — sometimes with U.S. offi- 
cials present, other times not. 

Mitchell offered no timeline for 
agreeing on the initial framework.

Rising Food Costs Fuel Protests 

Mozambique police 
say at least four are 
dead from clashes 


In Brief 


Maputo, Mozambique 

Angry protesters burned tires on 
the streets of Mozambique’s cap- 
ital, and a TV station said at least 
one person was killed Thurs- 
day, a day after at least four peo- 
ple died in clashes between police 
and rioters. 

Mozambique’s S-TV said a 
young man drowned after he ran 
from police and stumbled into a 
small pond in Maputo, the cap- 
ital. Police did not immediately 
confirm the death. 

Protesters, most of them young 
men, had rioted Wednesday over the 
rising cost of food, fuel and water. 
They threw stones and looted shops 
in Maputo. Cell phone messages 
late Wednesday and early Thursday 
called for continued protests. 

Protesters Thursday appeared 
to avoid confrontations with police 
and soldiers, who were on the 
streets in large numbers. Those 




gathered would scatter when police 
and soldiers came near, only to 
regroup when the patrols passed. 
Sporadic gunfire could be heard 
as police fired into the air. 

Most people stayed in their 
homes, out of fear of renewed vio- 
lence and because, with debris from 
the rioting making roads impassi- 
ble, buses and taxi vans were not 
running. 


Pedro Cossa, a spokesman for 
the police ministry, told The Asso- 
ciated Press Thursday two of his 
officers were beaten by mobs the 
day before. He said the death toll 
was four, including two protest- 
ers shot by police, and 26 people 
were injured. 

Mozambique state TV, citing 
hospital reports, said seven people 
were killed, including two children 


caught in the violence as they went 
home from school. Mozambican 
police had declared Wednesday’s 
marches illegal, saying no group 
sought permission for them. 

Mozambicans have seen the 
price of a loaf of bread rise by 25 
percent, from about 11 cents to 
about 13 U.S. cents in the past year. 
Fuel and water costs also have 
risen, emanuel camillo (ap) 


Congo Genocide Report Delayed 


Geneva 

A report detailing hundreds of 
gruesome attacks against civil- 
ians in Congo over a 10-year peri- 
od won’t be released until October, 
the U.N.’s top human rights offi- 
cial said Thursday, after Rwanda 
angrily protested the findings in 
a draft version. 

Drafts of the report — circu- 
lated to governments earlier this 
year and leaked to the media last 
week — accused Rwandan troops 


and rebel allies tied to the current 
Congolese president of slaughter- 
ing tens of thousands of Hutus in 
Congo in the 1990s. 

Rwanda has reacted angrily to 
the claim that this may have con- 
stituted genocide or crimes against 
humanity. 

U.N. High Commissioner for 
Human Rights Navi Pillay said that 
the report will be released Oct. 1 
in order to allow affected govern- 
ments time to publish their com- 
ments with the version, (ap)

India Adds Google, Skype to Security Push 


Mumbai, India 

India has widened its security 
crackdown, asking all companies 
that provide encrypted commu- 
nications — not just BlackBer- 
ry-maker Research In Motion — 
to install servers in the country 
to make it easier for the govern- 
ment to obtain users’ data. That 
would likely affect digital giants 
like Google and Skype. 

“People who operate commu- 
nication services in India should 


[install a] server in India as well 
as make available access to law 
enforcement agencies,” Home 
Secretary G.K. Pillai told report- 
ers. “That has been made clear 
to RIM of BlackBerry but also to 
other companies.” 

On Monday, India withdrew a 
threat to ban BlackBerry service 
for at least two more months after 
RIM agreed to give security officials 
“lawful access” to encrypted data. 

Indian officials have for some 
time also been concerned about 



India’s security crackdown would likely 
affect digial giants Google and Skype. 


Google and Skype, neither of which 
maintains servers in India. 

RIM maintains that the geo- 
graphic location of a server has no 
bearing on a government’s ability 
to crack encrypted data. But plac- 
ing a server in India does allow the 
government to access user content 
more easily, using Indian laws. 

“Our stand is firm. We look for- 
ward to get access to data,” Home 
Minister P. Chidambaram told 
reporters. “There is no uncertain- 
ty over it.” erika kinetz (ap)

East Braces for the Worst 


As thousands flee Earl’s wrath, some hunker down to ride out the hurricane 


Buxton, N.C. 

The last ferry left for the main- 
land and coastal residents hun- 
kered down at home as Hurri- 
cane Earl closed in with 115 mph 
winds Thursday on North Caroli- 
na’s dangerously exposed Outer 
Banks, the first and potential- 
ly most destructive stop on the 
storm’s projected journey up the 
Eastern Seaboard. 

The hurricane’s leading edge 
brought on-and-off light rain in the 
afternoon to the long ribbon of bar- 
rier islands, which were expected to 
get the brunt of the storm around 
midnight. Heavy surf was already 
washing over the only highway on 
Hatteras Island before sundown, 
but crews were able to keep the 
road open. 

Earl’s arrival could mark the 
start of at least 24 hours of stormy, 
windy weather along the East Coast. 
During its march up the Atlantic, 
it could snarl travelers’ Labor Day 
weekend plans and strike a second 
forceful blow to the vacation homes 
and cottages on Long Island, Nan- 
tucket Island and Cape Cod. 

It was unclear exactly how 
close Earl’s center and its stron- 
gest winds would get to land. But 
Federal Emergency Management 
Agency Administrator Craig Fugate 
said people shouldn’t wait for the 
next forecast to act. “This is a day 
of action. Conditions are going to 
deteriorate rapidly,” he said. 

Shelters were open in inland 
North Carolina, and officials on 
Nantucket Island, Mass., planned to 
set up a shelter at a high school on 
Friday. North Carolina shut down 
ferry service between the Outer 
Banks and the mainland. Boats 
were being pulled from the water 
in the Northeast, and lobstermen in 
Maine set their traps out in deep- 
er water to protect them.

though, the only evacuations ordered 
were on the Outer Banks, which 
sticks out into the Atlantic Ocean 
like the side-view mirror on a car, 
vulnerable to a sideswiping. 

But hundreds of the Outer 
Banks’ more hardy residents gassed 
up their generators and planned to 
hunker down at home behind their 
boarded-up windows, even though 
officials warned them that it could 
be three days before they could 
expect any help and that a storm 
surge could again slice through the 
islands. It took crews two months to 
fill the breach and rebuild the only 
road to the mainland when Hur- 
ricane Isabel carved a 2,000-foot- 
wide channel in 2003. 

“It’s kind of nerve-racking, but 
I’ve been through this before,” said 
65-year-old Herma De Gier. (ap)

Explosives found at 
residence linked to 
slain hostage taker 

Silver Spring, Md. 

The Discovery Communications 
headquarters in downtown Sil- 
ver Spring were given an all-clear 
Thursday morning, hours after a 
gunman was shot and killed by 
police at the end of a tense hostage 
standoff Wednesday afternoon. 

Police worked through the 
night searching the complex at 
Colesville Road and Georgia Ave- 
nue, trying to determine wheth- 
er two backpacks and two boxes 
that seemed to have been carried 
into the building by the gunman, 
who has been identified as James 
J. Lee, also were bombs, accord- 
ing to Montgomery County police 
spokeswoman Angela Cruz. 

Speaking at a news confer- 


ence Thursday, Montgomery 
County Fire Chief Richard Bow- 
ers said officials obtained extra 
devices from a residence in the 
Wheaton area where they believe 
Lee lived.

“I joke about it with him some- 
times, we joke about it, but he’s 
behind me,” R.J. Dill said. “He’ll be 
there wearing his red and white, 
rooting for us.” 

The meeting between the Mid- 
shipmen and the Terrapins is only 
the second meeting between the 
two teams since 1965. In 2005, 
Maryland scored a touchdown 
with 61 seconds left in the game 


2005 

The last time the two teams played 
each other; they have only played 
twice since 1965 


to win 23-20. 

In the days leading up to Mon- 
day’s game, coaches and players in 
College Park have gone out of their 
way to cast the game as an intra- 
state rivalry. 

It’s a tough sell. Navy is a 
national institution rather than 
a regional university, and school- 
boys from the Potomac River to 
the Mason-Dixon Line don’t grow 


up choosing sides between Mary- 
land and Navy. 

But the two programs have 
talked about scheduling the game 
on a more regular basis and the 
Touchdown Club of Annapolis has 
deemed it the Crab Bowl, commis- 
sioning a pewter trophy that will 
be given to the winner. 

For Friedgen and Maryland, 
things have changed since the 
last meeting. 

Since 2005, the Terrapins have 
had three losing seasons, bot- 
toming out with last year’s 2-10 
finish that left the coach’s job in 
jeopardy. 


Navy, meanwhile, has won at 
least eight games every year since 
2005. In 2009, the Midshipmen 
finished 10-4, including victories 
over Wake Forest, Notre Dame and 
Missouri. 

Their success and their reputa- 
tion are not lost on Dill. 

“These guys are the ulti- 
mate student athletes,” Dill said. 
“They’re willing to fight and die for 
their country and willing to uproot 
their families every three years, 
like we did, for what they believe 
in. And I respect that. That being 
said, from 4 to 8 p.m. on Monday, I

After breaking onto 
national scene, Boise 
State raises the bar 

College Football 

As he stood before his team ready to 
address goals and expectations in 
preparation for Boise State’s season, 
Chris Petersen grabbed the atten- 
tion of his players and changed the 
message he recited for years. 

“Let’s prove everyone right,” 
the Broncos’ successful fifth-year 
coach told his squad. 

Say what? 

This couldn’t be the message 
coming from Petersen, not after 
years of eschewing all the pub- 
lic debate about Boise State’s 
place in the college football pan- 
theon. Not after years of claim- 
ing to ignore their worthiness as 
believed by pollsters, pundits and 
computers. 

“People on the outside are giv- 
ing us some credit and we don’t 
put a whole lot of stock into pre- 
season rankings, but if people are 
going to say great things and are 
thinking about us differently, OK 
then. We’ll go ahead,” Petersen 
said. “We’ve always been kind of 
coming from nowhere in the past, 
so now we’re certainly not sneak- 
ing up on anybody.” 

Welcome to the latest chapter 
in the evolution of the “outsiders” 
in college football. 

Once considered the happy 
story of the occasional long-shot 
crashing the BCS’ big money party, 
the non-automatic qualifiers have 


recently taken up permanent resi- 
dence, grabbing their share of the 
millions divvied out from the top- 
tier bowls. 

First came Utah in 2004 and the 
numbers have only grown, reach- 
ing its pinnacle last year when 
Boise State and TCU marked the 
first time two non-automatic qual- 
ifiers played in the marquee bowl 
games. The pair faced each other 
in the Fiesta Bowl, won by Boise 


State 17-10. 

And 2010 may become the 
watershed moment for those out- 
side schools, clamoring for years 
to get equal entry into the big 
money. 

Boise State begins the season 
ranked No. 5 in the coaches poll 
and No. 3 in the AP top 25. TCU 
is ranked seventh by the coach- 
es and No. 6 by the AP. Both have 
schedules challenging enough that. 


should each go undefeated, they 
are likely to find themselves with a 
high enough ranking to be playing 
in another BCS bowl game. 

The shock value of seeing these 
teams in the BCS is gone, especial- 
ly after last year. 

But what about the ultimate 
prize: a shot at the national cham- 
pionship? 

“It could happen,” said Boise 
State quarterback Kellen Moore, 
who many consider a Heisman 
Trophy candidate. “For us, it’s 12 
opportunities to play your best. 
You play well, in the end you’re 
going to be doing something good.”

Philippa Gregory 

HISTORICAL NOVELIST, WOULD-BE EXPLORER 


British novelist Philippa Greg- 
ory ranks as the reigning monarch 
of historical fiction. Thanks to her 
blend of Tudor lore and steamy 
romance, the author of “The Other 
Boleyn Girl” boasts more best-sell- 
ers than Henry VIII had spous- 
es. Her newest tome, “The Red 
Queen” ($26, Simon & Schuster) 
dramatically recounts the life of 
Henry’s ambitious granny, Mar- 
garet Beaufort. 

Which are you first and foremost: a 
historian or a novelist? 

I think now I’m about 50/50. I 
trained initially in my career as 
a journalist, and then I became a 
historian. But the more I work on 
novels, the more I enjoy developing 
a story. People ask, “Is it history or 
is it a novel?” I say it’s a historical 
novel. It’s both; I’m both. 


What led to your fascination with 
the Tudor dynasty? 

It was literally discovering the 
character of Mary Boleyn, I was 
looking up Tudor naval ships in 
the library and came across one 
named Mary Boleyn, Nobody out- 
side of narrow specialists had ever 
heard of her, but I soon realized 
an extraordinary life lived on the 
edge of an incredible court and I 
thought, “This is such a great story 
that I have to write it.” 

Your protagonists often seem like 
modern, independent women. 

They are independent women, but 
that doesn’t make them modern. 
We tend to think that liberation 
came to women in the 1960s and 
never before. But there have always 
been women struggling to find 
their own way in the world. 


What can Washington women iearn 
from these monarchs? 

I would say for Washington women 
there’s the question: How can you 
be true to yourself as a woman and 
your own tenderness and passions, 
and survive in a world where these 
qualities aren’t always rewarded? 
What you see with the women I 
write about is how in their society

— which was far more dangerous 
than ours — how they cope with 
these challenges. 

Has your love of the Tudor period 
added pageantry to your style? 

Oh, you mean my coach and four 
horses? No! No! Except for anyone 
who studies the medieval period, it 
would be hard not to develop a love 
for color. In my house, I use more 
fabrics with intricate embroidery 
than I ever did before. 

Who are your favorite authors? 

I reread Jane Austen every couple 
of years. I’ve recently been reading 
Henry James and George Elliot. 

Favorite coffee tabie book? 

Well, I don’t own a coffee table or 
picture books, but I suppose if I did 
it would be a history book. 

If you weren’t writing, what wouid 
you be doing? 

I’m really sorry nobody ever told 
me I could be a volcanologist. I 
think that would be enormously 
good fun, I also wouldn’t have 
minded being a botanist or some

Standard Issue 

The most common format is essen- 
tially a histrionic PowerPoint pre- 
sentation that outlines the story in a 
simplistic manner. Most often seen 
promoting horror, crime, suspense 
and teen fiction. 

Example: The video for Meg Cabot’s 
vampire novel “Insatiable," a send-up 
of genre trailers, has all the critical 
elements — portentous voiceover/ 
text/music, mugging actors, generi- 
cally moody photos. 

Is This Useful? “They do as good a job 
of telling you what the book is about 
as a commercial for cornflakes does 
of telling you what a box of corn- 
flakes is about," says Johnson. 

Dangers: Consumers may decide 
to skip the reading part and just say 
they can’t wait for the movie. 


Author Talky-Talk 

Writer stares into camera and, often 
visibly uncomfortable, muses about 
his/her latest work. 

Example: Notorious Oprah-hater 
Jonathan Franzen begins his solilo- 
quy on “Freedom" with “this might 
be a good place for me to register 
my profound discomfort at having to 
make videos like this." 

Is This Useful? Talky-Talk can lend 
valuable perspective to a text — un- 
less you’re a post-structuralist, in 
which case, shut up. Also, most au- 
thors aren’t going to be on TV, so how 
else can you tell if they’re hot (hey, 
Jeannette Walls) or if the cover photo 
was just well-lit (everyone else)? 

Dangers: Readers may find them- 
selves disillusioned if their favorite 
novelist turns out to be a tool. 


By Fans, for Fans 

Largely confined to teen and vampire 
literature. Most consist of film 
clips cobbled into a faux movie 
preview. 

Example: Devotees of the Hunger 
Games and Vampire Academy series 
are masters of the form. A rare non- 
cinematic example is “Drip Drop," a 
parody of KeySha’s “Tik Tok" summa- 
rizing David Mitchell’s “Cloud Atlas." 
It’s likely the only fan video ever made 
fora Booker-shortlister. 

Is It Useful? They are a gauge of fan 
base rabidness, not much else. 

Danger: The film-style trailers use 
shots of real actors, so you risk hav- 
ing Hayden Panettiere seared into 
your brain as the heroine before 
starting “Teen Vampire Metaphorfor 
Sex and High School." 


Hope for the Future 

A minority are legitimately awesome. 
“The best ones have been the funni- 
est ones," says Johnson. “It’s a good 
form for humor because it’s short." 

Example: The video for “Super Sad 
True Love Story" stars author Gary 
Shteyngart as an illiterate version of 
himself; James Franco and several 
famous writers cameo. Shteyngart 
became better versed in the trailer 
medium only after making his own: 
“Now I sort of understand exactly 
what I’m satirizing." 

Is It Useful? Artier efforts may not 
say much about plot, but they do con- 
vey tone. And they’re good publicity! 
Shteyngart says he was recognized 
as “that dude who can’t read" by a 
passerby in Manhattan. 

Danger: Threat Level Zero!

An American Air 

The assassin with a moral quandary 
is pretty common in movies, from 
“Grosse Point Blank" to “The Profes- 
sional." 

But Jack Clark, George Clooney’s 
Character in “The American," is dif- 
ferent from the others: Nothing about 
him stands out. Even his name is a 
cipher, with no clue 
to heritage. We don't 
know why he got into 
the business and we 
don't really know why 
he wants out. And 
that, like the quiet 
guy in the back of the 
class, is what makes 
him that much more interesting. 

Clark is beginning to wonder if 
ending the lives of others is really a 
great way to spend his own, especially 
since when you spend your time and 
your effort introducing people's brains 
to high-caliber bullets, the people 
who hate you shoot back, while the 
people who like you end up very dead. 

Clark kills only for reasons of eco- 
nomic stability (as in, someone paid 
him) or personal security (as in, some- 
one wants to kill him). And a person 
that disloyal, who’s not fighting for a 
clearly defined cause, quickly becomes 
untrustworthy. Which is problematic 
for Clark, since both his enemies and 
his friends have rather large guns. 

Because Clark is largely a blank, the 
audience must fill in the details about 
his character. And since the one thing 
we know for sure is that he’s American, 
it's easy to view him as being like us: 
locked in a violent world, wondering if 
violence is the best answer.

Film Review 

In an otherwise slack season 

at the movies, “The Tillman Story” 
emerges as the summer’s first true 
must-see film, required viewing for 
everyone, but especially audienc- 
es in Washington. Because even 
though Pat Tillman’s personal 
story began in California, took him 
to Arizona and tragically ended in 
Afghanistan in 2004, the Tillman 
story writ large has everything to 
do with this city and its obsession 
with power and perceptions. 

When Pat Tillman enlisted in 
the Army in 2002, he gave up a 
lucrative contract with the NFL, an 
act that was celebrated at the time 
for its selflessness and courage. 
Two years later, as an Army Rang- 
er, he was killed in Afghanistan in 
an episode initially described as a 
Taliban ambush; the former Arizo- 
na Cardinals player was awarded 
a posthumous Silver Star. 

Weeks later, the Army revealed 
that Tillman’s death was “probably” 
due to fratricide. But by that time, the 
military and Bush administration’s 
narrative of Tillman’s life and death 
had taken on a life of its own. 

In “The Tillman Story,” film-

maker Amir Bar-Lev spins a fas- 
cinating and appalling story of his 
own as he deconstructs the official 
story and leads viewers on a search 
for the truth of Tillman’s death and 
its subsequent coverup. 

As brilliantly as “The Tillman 
Story” makes the case that Pat’s 
death was cynically manipulated 
by the administration to propagan- 
dize for the war, its real value lies in 
what it doesn’t do. In deconstruct- 
ing the myth that the government 
created around Tillman’s life and 
death, Bar-Lev doesn’t simply spin 
a counter-myth. Instead, he actu- 
ally conveys the unusually charis- 
matic, complex human being whose 
motives, like his death, will always 
remain a mystery. Pat Tillman 
emerges from “The Tillman 
Story” as a real presence, making 
his absence all the more palpable.

It’s a nail-biter, 
with a climax paced so perfectly by direc- 
tor Jean-Frangois Richetthat it makes us 
root, without reservation, for a con artist.
